GREENE EXPOSES FAILURE 


Shows Benefit Ship Canal Would 
Be to State—Wilbur Approves 
the Project.

ALBANY, March 8.—Transfer of the 
State Barge Canal to the Federal 
Government for conversion into an all- 
American ship canal.is urged by Gov- 
ernor Smith in a special message which 
he transmitted to-the Senate and As- 
sembly at their session tonight. 

The message follows Governor 

Smith’s statement of yesterday in 
which he advocated an all-American 
canal from the Great Lakes to the 
Hudson and comes on the eve A 
hearing on that project to be held to- 
tomorrow in Washington before the 
River and Harbor Board of the War 
Department. 
_ Accompanying the message was an 
elaborate report, made to the Governor 
by Colonel Frederick Stuart Greene, 
State Superintendent of Public Works, 
tending to show that the barge canal, 
for which the State has issued bonds 
to the amount of $155,000,000, had 
fallen far short of its purpose and be- 
come a veritable white elephant which 
‘Jast year cost the taxpayers $10,573,- 
626 above the receipts, . thesé, with the 
_ traffic reaching’: its highest point, 
amounting only to. $359,936. 


Rall Rate Lower Than Canal. 


Where the barge canal was built to 
take care of 20,000,000 tons of freight 
annually, it carried in 1925 only 2,344,- 
013 tons, according to Colonel Greene’s 
report. The average rail rate from 
Buffalo to New York—representing the 
longest hau) of which the canal is 
capable—was $3.70 per ton. It cost the 
State $4.51 for a ton of freight floated 
on the canal, regardless of the length 
of haul. 

“From these figures,’” Colonel Greene 
atates, “it is evident that it. would have 
been cheaper for the State if all the 
freight carried ‘on the cana) had been 
put on railroad cars and the State 
had paid the freight bills.” 

Colonel Greene says that it has not 
been proved to his satisfaction that 
the barge canal has been a factor for 
lowering freight rates on the railroads. 
While the old Erie Canal undoubtedly 
gerved a useful purpose in that direc- 
tion, he goes on, with two rate-regu- 
lating bodies—the Public Service.Com- 
mission anda the Interstate Commerce 
Commission—in the field, the question 
naturally arises:

PARK DISPUTE FORESTALLED 


100 Organizations on Hand to 
Debate the Central Park | 
Prdject. 


Mayor Walker was authorized yester- 
day to appoint a committee of twenty 
citizens to devise a suitable war me- 
morial for New York The committee 
is to determine the type, site and fi- 
nancing of the memorial. - 

Action to permit reconsideration of 
the project came when the Board of 
Estimate, sitting. as a Committee of 
the Whole, unanimously adopted a 
resolution offered by Aldermanic Presi- 
dent Joseph V. McKee, which fore- 
stalled a mass attack upon the so- 
called Hylan War Memorial _ plan, 
which sought to utilize Central Park 
as a site. 

More than 100 organizations had rep- 
resentatives on hand when the board 
took up the Hylan plan. At least 
thirty speakers had informed the Cen- 
tral Park Association, Inc., composed 
of park defenders, that they contemp- 
lated assailing the park memorial. The 
battle at the public hearing between 
proponents and opponents was halted 
with the trenches dug but not a shot 
fired. 

Roulstone Approves Plan. 

Led by William Bradford/ Roulstone, 
president of the Central Park <Asso- 
ciation, those who had come to the 
meeting prepared to register further 


emphatic protest against the use of: 


park land for a memorial, signified 
hearty approval of Mayor Walker’s 
decision to begin anew on the proj- 
ect. Chairman George McAneny, of 
the Transit Commission, added his ap- 
proval also, although he said that he 
had attended the meeting to speak for 
the Hylan plan. Opponents of park 
invasion regarded the Mayor's action 
as a technical victory. 

Owing to the number of persons who 
arrived to participate in the public 
hearing, the Board of Estimate ad- 
journed to the room of the Sinking 
Fund Commissioners to consider the 
routine items on the calendar. They 
then went into session in the Board of 
Estimate chamber to consider the 
memorial. All of the seats in the cham- 
ber were taken and the crowd over- 
flowed at the rear of the room. 

After the clerk had called up the 
memorial project, which was item 2 on 
the calendar, President McKee, who 
presided owing to the absence of 
Mayor Walker, who was escorting the 
body of Mayor William S. Hackett of 
Albany from the Pennsylvania Station 
‘to the Grand Central Terminal, an- 
nouriced that he would offer the reso- 
lution.

SHIPPING UNDER FIRE 





Foreign and Native Women and 
Children Go to Tientsin—Coal

TIENTSIN, March 8 (%.—After an 
abortive attempt to shell the batteries 
at Taku Fort yesterday, a squadron 
from Shantung Province came up to 
Taku Bar at dawn today and for two 
hours bombarded the fort, which is 
held by Kuominchun troops supporting 
the Peking Government. 

The shore batteries replied vigorously 
and shells flew over Taku, which is 
at the mouth of the Pei River. Foreign 
and Chinese residents narrowly es- 
caped being hit. 

Women and children left the city, 
going toward Tientsin, thirty-seven 
miles westward. 

Two foreign steamers were fired 
upon, one. putting-out toward the sea 
and the other running the gauntlet 


without serious damage. 

It is reported that the Kuominchun 
commanders at Taku, a town of 7,000, 
have forbidden pilots to go out to 
ships, which thus are held up outside

One of Five Unknown Elements Is Discovered 
- After 20 Years’ Study at Illinois University 





URBANA, IIL, March 8 (7).—Nearly 
twenty years of research in the “rare- 
earth” group of the chemical field fi- 
nally lias resulted in the discovery of 
one of the five unknown but supposed- 
ly existing elements which make up all 
known compounds. 

The discovery, the first of this kind 
ever made in America, was announced 
today by the University of Illinois as 
the work of Dr. B. 8S. Hopkins, Pro- 
fessor of Inorganic Ch , assisted 
by L. F. Yntema and J. A. Harris of 
the ch staff. 

The new element is known as No. 
61. No name ever has been 
Oe Wee 3: 

In the list of ninety-two known and 
unknown elements on the earth, a 
place was saved for an unknown ele- 
ment between No. 60, neodymium, and 
No. 62, samarium. 

Previously, the newest element was 
hafnium, discovery of which was an- 
nounced in Copenhagen in 1923. That 
announcement created great interest, 
but the element has remained com- 
paratively little known. Helium is the 
youngest familiar element. 

Whether No. 61, which is of metallic 
nature, may prove of high value, com- 
mercially or otherwise, has not been 
predicted. It may prove to be ex- 
ceedingly scarce, however, since only 
one-half ounce remained of the orig- 
inal 400 pounds of ‘‘rare-earth”’ mate- 
rial used by the researchers. 

Every known element - may be made 


to produce X-rays which affect a pho- 
tographic plate in a definite manner, 
and it is possible by using the X-ray 
to tell ‘exactly what element is 
being examined. Especially constructed

**The ‘rare-earth’ group is a very com- 
plex group of chemical elements which 
resemble each other very closely and 
whose separation is accomplished with 
7 great difficulty,” said Dr. Hop- 

** ‘Rare-earth’ ores are not starce and 
some of the ‘rare-earth’ elements are 
relatively common; but in general these 
elements are scarce and very little 
known. The Chemistry Department of 
the University-of Illinois has collected, 
as a result its efforts, a very valu- 
able collection of ‘rare-earth’ materials 
and its work along this line is becom- 
ing well known throughout the world. 

“In 1920 some samples of ‘rare-earth’ 
material were sent to the United States 
Bureau of at Washington in 
a cooperative F oa for mapping the 
are spectrum line of these elements. 
When the samples submitted were ex- 
amined it was found that neodymium, 
which is known as element Number 60, 
and samarium, which is known as 
element Number 62, were very pure, 
except that they both gave many 
rather faint lines which were identical 
in the two samples, but whose wave 
length checked with those of no 
known element.”

The Senate advanced to third read- 
ing the Kennedy bill creating »the 
“Court of General Sessions of the 
County of New York’’ and providing 
that the salary of General Sessions 
Judges ‘shall be “equal in amount to 
the inclusive aggregate salary, com- 
pensation or salary and compensation 
paid to. a Justice of the Supreme 
Court in the First District so as to 
equalize and to maintain a continua- 
tion of the gross salary paid to such 
Justices and Judges.” 

Legislation is now pending under 
which Supreme Court Justices in the 
First District would receive an annual 
sal of $25,000. The Assembly passed 
the bill, sponsored by Assemblyman 
Grenthal, providing that rent shall be 
deposited with the court instead of 
paid to the landlords until they shall 
have made repairs ordered by the 
Tenement House Department. 

A similar bill was passed in the As- 
sembly last year, but went down to 
defeat in the Senate. Subsequently 
Assemb!

A. $. Gilbert, Spokesman, Says Plan 
Is to Unite All Factions Oppos- 
ing Chairman. 





The movement to oust Samuel S. 
Koenig as Chairman of the New York 
County Republican Comimittee took on 
new .life last night at a meeting at 
the home of Abraham 8, Gilbert, 270 
West End Avenue. It was decided to 
organize a committee of 150 to carry 
the fight against Mr. Koenig to the 
point of waging a primary battle. 
against him. 

As ‘indicated in a statement issued 
after the conference, the movement 


will be not only against Mr. Koenig 
but against Representative Ogden L. 
Mills and Charles D. Hilles, Republi- 
can National Committeeman, who are 
supporters of Mr. Koenig. 

The names of those attending the 
conference were kept secret, but it 
was learned that representatives were 
present from all the Assembly districts 
of Manhatten in which there is a size- 
able Republican vote, except Mr. Koe- 
nig’s own district, the Sixth. These 
districts were the Seven Ninth, 
Tenth, Eleventh, Fifteenth Nine- 
teenth, of which:David B. Costuma, 
who recently openly assaile Mr. Koe- 
nig, is the leader. There also were 
representatives from other Assembly 
districts. a 

A statement issued by Mr. Gilbert on 
behalf of those present at the meeting 
follows: 

“‘We believe that the time has come 
wken there must be a change in 
leadership. We believe the time has 
come when something must be done 
to bring back to our ranks the great 
number of people who vote for Repub- 
lican candidates for President but who 
refuse to follow the party and its 
leaders in local and State-elections. 

Aims of Proposed Committee. 

“Mr. Gilbert was requested to ap- 
point a representative committee for 
the purpose of organizing a ‘commit- 
tee of one hundred and fifty’ men and 
women of New York County to take 
such steps as may be necessary to ef- 
fect a change of leadership, nomina!

seek to coalesce the various elements 
and factions that are opposed to the re- 
tention of Mr. Koenig as County Chair- 
man. 

These: include the faction in the 
Fifteenth Assembly District which 
supported former State Senator Schuy- 
ler M. Meyer in the p fight 
against Frank J. Coleman for leader 
of that district two years ago, the dis- 
satisfaction of which was indicated by 
Mrs. James Russell Parsons, President 
of the Republican Neighborhood Asso- 
ciation, in recent criticism of Mr. 
Koenig. 

They include the greater part of the 
Nineteenth District Republican organ- 
ization, .of which Mr. Costuma is 
leader.

MANY BURNED AND GASSED 


Men Saved Tell of Meeting Wall of 
Flame—Debris Hampers 
Rescuers.

ROANOKE, Va., Tuesday, March 9 
@.—Twenty-eight out of sixty-eight 
miners entombed early last night when 
a@ terrific explosion took place in mine 
No. 5 of the Crab Orchard Improve- 
Ment Company at Eccles, W. Va., are 
believed to have perished, according to 
telephone messages received by The 
Roanoke Times early today. 

At 12:30 A. M. it was stated by com- 
pany officials at Eccles that rescue 

- workers had proceeded to a point with- 
in 30 feet of the bottom of the 250-foot 
shaft leading into the mine, and hope 
of reaching the trapped men before 
daybreak was expressed. A later mes- 
gage from The Post-Herald office at 
Beckley, W. Va., stated that practically 
all hope of finding the men alive had 
been abandoned. 

The explosion occurred in the same 
mine that was wrecked by a gas ex- 
= in April, 1914, with 186 fatali- 
‘ties. At that time it was an open 
light that ignited the coal gas and 
caused the disaster. No explanation of 
tonight’s explosion has been received 
here. 

Eccles is in Raleigh County, on the 
main line of the Virginian Railway. 
It is a mining community of approxi- 
mately 5,000 inhabitants. 

The Crab Orchard: Improvement 
Company, which operates the mine in 
which the explosion occurred, is a 
subsidiary of the Stonega Coke and 
Coal Company of Big Stone Gap, Va. 

Mine No. ‘5 lies at the bottom of a 
520-foot shaft and is underneath Mine 
No. 6, which has a-dépth of 250 feet. 
A connecting shaft joins the two. 
No. 6 is located on what is called the 
Sewall coal seam, while No. 5 is on 
the Beckley seam. 


Thirty-seven Are Rescued. 
ECCLES, W. Va., March 8 (4).—One 
™man is known to have been Killed, 
thirty-one miners were entombed and 
thirty-seven others were rescued alive, 
following explosions in mines No. 5 and 
. No. 6 of the Crab Orchard Improve- 


ment Company, near here, according 
to a check made late tonight by of- 
ficials. 

Many of those brought out by rescue 
€rews were badly burned and were, suf- 
fering from the effects of poison gas. 

Mine officials said the original blast 
occurred in mine No. 5, where the 
entombed men were working, and that 
it spread to No. 6, trapping the others. 

The one body recovered from No. 6 
was that of. a negro loader. Two of 
the No. 6 crew of forty were reported 
missing. Thirty-seven were taken out 
of this mine by the rescuers. The 
entire night shift of twenty-nine in 
Mine 5 were entombed. 

Wreckage in this shaft of No. 5 con- 
tinued to hinder rescue men. Some 
crews were working through No. 6 
hoping to gain entrance to the con- 
necting mine. 

The rescue. work was being directed 
by R. M. Lambie, chief of the State 
Department of Mines. 

The force of the blast in No. 5, 
spreading to No. 6, caused experienced 
miners to believe that there was little 
chance for the entombed men. 


Shaft Filled With Wreckage. 
Working in the belief that some of 
the trapped men were near the bottom 
of No. 5, shaft when the explosion 


rocked the workings, mine officials | 


put crews to work digging through the 
débris. They found the shaft so badly 
wrecked t after three hours of 
ceaseless toil they had removed, only 
the surface wreckage. 

Two rescue cars, one Government 
ear from Thorpe and a State car 
frgm Mount’ Hope, were expected to 
reach the mines by early morning. 
The latter car carried Robert Lam- 
brie, Chief of the West Virginia De- 
partment of Mines. 

The cause of the explosion was un- 
determined, Men familiar with mines 
gwaid they velieved it was a gas blast. 

Incomplete records at the mine make 
at impossible to determine the names 
of the entombed men, officials said.

No. 6 said they felt the concussion and 
started for the shaft. As they turned 
into the main heading, they said, a 
wall of sweeping flame enveloped 
them. Many of these miners suffered 
serious burns. All were affected by 
the poison gas. 

The sufferers were taken to a wash- 
house on a hill overlooking the ill- 
fated mine shaft. Emergency bunks 
were constructed and tables were 
pressed into use as cots. Doctors were 
kept busy dressing wounds and treat- 
ing the burns. 

The women of the mining village 
soon gathered, seeking word of loved 
ones trapped below. When it became 


evident that the rescuers faced a hard | 


task in their attempts to get into the 
mine, the women turned their atten- 
tion to the rescued. They carried bed- 
ding to the washhouse and helped the 
doctors. 


Fifty-five Killed in a Year. 


Three explosions in West- Virginia 
coal mines during the past year re- 
sulted in the loss of fifty-five lives. 

In March, 1925, thirty-three miners 
were lost in an explosion in Mine 41 
at Barrackville, near Wheeing. In 
September three men were killed in a 
powder explosion in Mine 2 of the 
Elm Grove Mining Company at Tri- 
adelphia, twelve miles from eeling. 
In January this year nineteen men 
were killed and twenty others saved 
after an explosion in Mine 8 of the 
Jamison Coal and Coke Company at 
Farmington, near Fairmont. 

Save for the powder explosion in the 
Triadelphia mine, the explosions weré 
attributed to combustion in coal dust, 
for the prevention of which the Bu- 
reau of Mines at Pittsburgh has at- 
tempted to encourage the mixing of 
rock dust with coal dust in the mines. 
Limestone and gypsum are particu- 
larly recommended because they are 
usually to be found in active mining 
regions and because they have low 
contents of silica, which might affect 
the health of miners.

TRAPPED BY FLAMES, 
RIGHTEEN ARE SAVED 


Man Hands Invalid Mother to 
Rescuer Across Four-Foot 
Space on Roof. 


CARRIED HER UP LADDER 


Both In Hospital From Burns—Loss 
of $100,000 Entailed in Fire 
on Columbus Avenue. 


Eighteen pers6ns were trapped on 
the upper floors of a five-story apart- 
ment house at Columbus Avenue and 
104th Street yesterday when flames 
made a furnace of the staircase from 
cellgr to roof and gutted most of the 
apartments with an estimated loss of 
$100,000. 

One of the first to notice the fire 
was James Speranza, who lives on 
the ground floor and whose mother, 
Mrs. Rosa Speranza, 57 years old, an 
invalid, lives on. the top floor. Hear-~ 
ing shouts of “fire,”’ he ran to the 
back yard. Already clouds of smoke 
were rolling out of the top of the 
building. 

Shouting, ‘Mother! Mother!” he 
raced into the building and up the 
flaming staircase, two’ steps at a 
time. Flames singed his hair and eye- 
brows and set fire to his shirt sleeves, 


but he continued on to the top floor, 
where he found the fire had already 
eaten its way through the door to his 
mother’s apartment. 

Mrs. Speranza was in bed. He 
helped her to dress and both started 
back. But by this time the fire was 
burning so intensely that they could 
not cross the hall to fire escapes, 
where men and women were shouting 
appeals to firemen to hurry. 

Mrs. Speranza and her son re- 
treated to the kitchen of her apart- 
ment. A ladder led from the kitchen 
window to the roof, but the roof was 
a mass of flames. An alley four feet 
wide separated the building from the 
one next door and Speranza saw that 
his only hope was to get his mother 
up the ladder and across the four- 
foot space.

Miss Palmer boasted of her in- 
fluence over the publisher, Mrs. Brew- 
ster said. 


“Second Honeymoon” Abandoned. 


, “They were together a great deal of 
the time,’’ Mrs. Brewster continued. 
“She lived right in our home and at 
last her attitude toward me became 
indifferent and insolent. I tried not to 
notice this, but finally could no longer 
ignore it. After our baby was born 
my husband suggested we go South on 
a second honeymoon. 

“Miss Palmer iculed our plans in 
the presence of both of us and tried to 
discourage my husband from making 
the trip. She succeeded. I went alone 
and was away three weeks. When I 
left it was understood Miss Palmer 
was to leave our house. 

‘“‘When I returned to our home I was 
astounded to find Miss Palmer there 
and to learn she had been there all the 
time I was away and alone with Mr. 
Brewster. Miss Palmer assured me it 
was entirely safe for her to be alone 
with Mr. Brewster, as there was no 
personnal feeling between them.

AID TO “NATIONAL_DEFENSE” 


Captain Crowley of Fleet Corpora- 
tion Favors Project in Letter to 
Representative Dempsey.

WASHINGTON, March 8.— orse- 

_ment of the proposed all-Amierican 
canal across New York State to pro- 
vide passage for ocean-going vessels 
from the Great Lakes to the Atlantic, 
by way of. the Barge Canal. and the 
Hudson River, has been given by: Sec- 
retary Wilbur on the ground that such 
a waterway would be an important.as- 
set to the ‘‘national defense.”’ ; 

Captain Elmer C. Crowley, President, 
of the Emergency Fleet Corporation 
of the United States Shipping Board, 
also favors the all-American route, de- 
claring that “its usefulness would be 
almost unlimited.” 

Support by these two officials of the 
all-American route in preference to a 
waterway that would traverse Cana- 
dian territory is outlined in letters just 
received by Representative S. Wallace 
Dempsey of New York, chairman of 


the House Rivers and Harbors Com- 
mittee. The letters of Secretary Wil- 
bur and Captain Crowley, together 
with one written by the Secretary of 
War, Mr. Davis. approving the all- 
American canal, will be submitted to 
the River and Harbor Board of the 
War Department with a view to per- 
suading it to overrule the Army Survey 
Board which rejected the route on 
economic grounds. 


Secretary Wilbur’s Endorsement. 


Secretary Wilbur's letter follows: 
, Department of the Navy, 


Washington, D. C., March 8, 1926. 
My Dear Mr. Dempsey: 

Your letter of March 2, 1926, is re- 
ceived in which you request my 
opinion as to the importance of an 
all-American deeper waterway con- 
necting the Great Lakes. with the 
Hudson River. 

I am of the opinion that the pro- 
posed ‘‘all-American deeper water- 
way,” connecting the Hudson River 
with the Great Lakes, would be a 
very important addition to the trans- 
portation system of the country and 
would be, therefore, an important as- 
set to the national defense. 

In time of war or emergency the 
railroads and motor transportation 
are generally taxed to the limit and 
any additional communication such 
as this proposed canal would greatly 
relieve such a’ situation and facili- 
tate transportation of supplies to the 
seaboard and overseas. 

It is understood that this canal is 
to have a depth of twenty-five feet 
and a width of 200 feet, which would 
enable ocean-going vessels to load 
at the big.centres of supply on the 
Great; es and proceed directly to 
ports overseas without the delay and 
expense of trans-shipping the cargo. 
This would be a decided advantage 
in time of war ng time of 
shipments, reducing of handling 
and relieving congestion at seaboard 
terminals. 

From .an available point of view 
the advantage of this proposed ca- 
nal consists almhost entirely in the 
transportation of supplies, as it is 
not probable that it would be used 
for the passage of armed naval 
vessels. 

A waterway of this type, to be an 
asset to the national defense, must 
be entirely within the ‘limits of the 
United States.

Your letter, of the zd instant, rela- 
tive to the proposal to develop an 
“all-American route” by water be- 
tween the Great Lakes and the Hud- 
son River, has been received and 
read with great interest. 

I understand the suggestion you 
have in view is deepening and other- 
wise improving the Erie Canal so as 
to make’ it usable by ocean-going 
vessels, thus making it possible for 
vessels operating in our ocean-going 
foreign trade to include Great Lakes 
ports in their-routes. — 

Your reference to the matter as an 
“all-American route” has in view, of 
course, its contrast with the “pro- 
posed improvement of the St.. Law- 
rence River by the joint action of the © 
United States and Canada, so as to 
make the Great Lakes accessible by 
ocean-going craft by that route. 

As between the two routes it seems 
to me that the American people 
should be more interested in develop- 
ing that one which is wholly within 
their own territory and which there- 
fore will be exclusively under their 
own control, in preference to the 
expenditure of millions of dollars on 
an improvement which will not 
only be very largely in foreign ter- 
ritory but which will probably con- 
tribute more’ to the development of 
Canadian ports than ports of the 
United States.. ; aes 

I am sorry that I cannot give you 
any estimates“which would deserve 
strious consideration as to the prob- 
able tonnage ~ which will move 
through the Erie canal if extended 
and improved as proposed. I -have 
no reluctance, however, in saying if 
the project is feasible from an en- 
gineering and financial point of 
view, the usefulness of such a water- 
way. would be almost unlimited.

Toward the end of his report Colonel 


-| Greene outlines what. he considers will 


make it possible to render the barge 
canal a more useful factor in trans- 
portation to the people of the State.

The 
State of New York should, not selfish- 
ly, but in the interest of the whole 
country, do everything in its power to 
bring about the building of this canal 
by the Federal! Government. 

“Irv 1900 a Federal commission made 
a survey for this canal. During the 
past year a board of army engineers 
have reviewed the report of 1900 and 
made a general resurvéy of the route 
from Oswego to Albany. Their find- 
ings are now before the Chief of En- 
gineers and publication is only a mat- 
ter of days. 

“For the Government to build this 
canal establishes no new policy; it _— 
already bought the privately own 
Maryland and Delaware Canal, which 
is being developed to have eventually 
a depth of thirty feet. A canal from 
Lake Ontario to the Hudson, in spite 
of being closed during the Winter, 
would in all probability float more 
freight than a coastwise canal con- 
necting Delaware River and Chesa- 
peake Bay. . 

“In the construction of the Albany- 
Oswego Ship Canal, much of the. pres-. 
ent construction of the barge canal 
could be utilized. It is probable that 
the Visscher’s Ferry dam and the 
movable dams on the Mohawk, which 
cost this State $5,302,000;.and which to 
replace would cost twice that sum, 
could be retained. Many. of the locks 
could be left in place and used to pass 
the smailer boats, thereby saving lock- 
age water. Our present lock power 
houses could be uséd to operate the 
larger ‘ship canal locks. The Delta 
Dam, which cost $894,571, and our 
storage reservoirs would be useful. In 
short, there are many millions of dol- 
lars in barge canal structures and 
work that would prove a saving in the 
cost of building the proposed ship 
canal. 

“In the barge canal New York has 
much to offer the nation, but in any 
agreement wherein the barge canal 
from Oswego to Albany is turned over 
to the Government it should -be stipu- 
lated that the Champlain, ‘the Seneca- 
Cayuga and e Erie Canal west of 
Oneida Lake shall be retained as feed- 
ers to the.Jarger waterway. . : 

‘“‘A ship canal from the lakes to the 
Hudson more than a desirable proj- 
ect; unless this country 
remain inert and see American freight 
shipped in ever-increasing amounts 
through a foreign port to be carried 
on the seas in foreign vessels, an 
American ship canal is a necessity.” 


Compares Rival Tonnage. 

In a diagram the comparative up- 
ward and downward trend of tonnage 
in the improved barge canal and the 
Canadian waterways is shown by 
Colonel Greene. From. carrying 2,391,- 


619 tons in 1919, the Canadian water- 
ways, with Montreal as their ter- 
minal, carried last year a total of 
6,206,988. The total capacity is 8,000,-

000. The New York Barge Canal, with 
its capacity of 20,000,000 tons a year, 
carried 1,238,844 in 1919 and 2,344,013 
last year. 

Why, Colonel Greene asks, did the 
smaller if slightly deeper St. Lawrence 
canals carry 3,776,122 more tons than 
the barge canal; why did 803 United 
States vessels pass through their 
canals and 2,016,510 tons of freight 
originating in the United States go to 
Montreal last year, and why have, in 
the years between 1918 and 1925, 14,- 
575,180 tons of freight from the United 
States gone through the Canadian 
canals, every'ton of which should have 
sought its way to tidewater through 
the barge canal? 

The fact that the barge canal is ice- 
bound for five months of the year is 
put down by Colonel Greene as a fun- 
damental reason, but that is true. re- 
garding the Canadian waterways as 
well, which, while deeper, have smaller 
locks and equipment generally which 
is less modern than the equipment of 
the barge canal. ‘ 


Fixed Bridges Handicap Barge Canal. 


“The answer,” according to Colonel 
Greene, “is that the St. Lawrence 
canals are not hampered by fixed 
bridges. ‘The immovable bridges over 
our .canal permit a clearance of only 
fifteen. feet; this limjts the freeboard 
of hulls and the superstructure of all 
vessels. Our fixed bridges block 
boats with normally high stacks and 
any kind. of masts; they limit the 
height of pilot houses and the cap- 
tain’s bridge to such an extent as to 
seriously interfere with the proper 
handling of large crafts. Finally, and 
this is the vital point, they necessitate 
the building of a‘special type boat 
which cannot be operated advan- 
tageously on any other body of water. 
The practical business man will not 
invest large sums in a boat of cam- 
paratively small tonnage which, be- 
cause of its special design to fit our 
canal, lies idle five months out of the 
twelve. 

“The Erie Canal succeeded in spite of 
ice and low bridgés, but the invest- 
ment in the mule-towed canal boat 
was so-small, and Winter carrying 
charges were 80 little in comparison 
with the business done, that they could 
afford to remain idle during the closed 
periods, and the fixed bridges did not

25, 26 and 27, scientists from several 
nations will discuss the medical, eco- 
nomic, sociological and ethical aspects 
of the birth control movement. 

“The nations of the world have 
learned the power of cooperation in the 
achievement of political, economic and 
social aims,’’ said Dr. Little. ‘‘Since 
the war the power has been shown 
not only in governmental relationships 
but in great humanitarian and educa- 
tional enterprises.

Work to Be Continued Today 
Despite Storm Raging at

and Sea in the Abruzzi Region.

“I.am not an architect, so 1 cannot 
describe in detail what in my opinion 
would supply the want. All that is 
needed is'a playhouse of simple design 
with all modern conveniences. Any 
fairly recent theatre in the West End 
of London could be taken as a model. 
As to the site, I suppose it is necessary 
to build another theatre at Stratford 
as the Memorial Theatre was national. 
I cannot see ,however, that this. does 
away with the necessity of-having a 
national theatre in London. - 

“The. Stratford eatre was about 
the worst theatré.in the world you 
know,”. continued Mr. Shaw, “and I 
can only thank Providence that it has 
ordained that the. Memorial Theatre 
should be put out of practical use. The 
destroyed theatre had nothing to com- 
mend it, not even architectural beauty, 
and for the production of any. play, 
Shakespearean or otherwise, it was ut- 
terly unsuited.

RESCUED CREW TELL 
‘OF FIGHT FOR LIVES 


Dutch Liner Volendam Lands 
Six Men of British Schooner 
General Smuts at Plymouth. 


FOUND. ADRIFT IN MIDOCEAN 


With Sails Gone and Hold Filling; 
the Starving Sailors Lighted Flare 
That Brought Rescuers.

PLYMOUTH, England, March 8.— 
The Holland-America Iiner Volendam 
landed here this. morning the entire 
crew of six men of the British 
schooner General. Smuts, whom she 
rescued in midocean, 

The schooner’s missed death by the 
narrowest margin. Dogged by mis- 
fortune since Dec. 17, when they left 
Spaih for the Grand Banks of New- 
foundland, they reached the limit of 
endurance last Friday. Their little 
vessel, with both of its sets of sails 
gone, tossed helplessly in _relengless 
seas. 

Wet, cold and starving, the crew of 
the General Smuts, by means of oil- 


soaked rags nailed to the topmast, 
sent into the murk their last appeal. 

Then came the Volendam. ceu- 
vring, alongside, Captain J. de Koning 
sent out a boat during a moment of 
relative calm. It reached the General 
Smuts, but found her crew too weak 
to climb a ; 

The r s clambored over the side 
of the schooner and lifted her men into 
the lifeboats. The return to the Volen- 
dam was effected without mishap. 

Captain C A. Rose of the General 
Smuts immediately asked for Captain 
de Koning. 

“You are the finestman in the 
world,” he exclaimed as the Dutch 
captain clasped his hand. 

The passengers on the Volendam, in- 
cluding many Americans, collected $355 
for the. survivors. . 

The General Smuts was due at her 
destination on Jan. 20, but from the 
start rough weather had delayed her. 
She struck the wildest weather of the 
voyage on Jan. 27, when her sails were 
torn to shreds. 

A second sét of sails was hoisted 
when the seas grew calmer, and Cap- 
tain Rose thought he could proceed to 
Newfoundland without further trouhle. 
age > rations were getting shoft. 
This difficulty was overcome on Feb. 2 
when the General Smuts met the 
steamer Settlar, which sent over a 
boatload of biscuits, meat and sugar. 

On Feb. 10, another hurricane struck 
the General Smuts, tearing away the 
remaining sails. From then on she 
tossed wildly at the will of the waves. 
Water breaking over the decks flooded 
the hold to a depth of several feet. 

The water even got into the Cap- 
tain’s bunk and the men had to stand 
in water waist high while working at 
the pumps. A bad leak made their 
efforts futile and the water crept in- 
exorably up the walls of the hold. For

“4, The type of ship which is best 
adapted to such regular service and at 
the same. time is the most profitable 
to Brag is the cargo liner of from 
10,000 to 18,000 gross tons, s twelve 
to eighteen knots, preferably Diessel 
Sue and having up to say 20 per 
cent. of passenger space. 

“5. The national defense requires an 
American merchant marine.and it also 
requires the cargo-liner type. If any 
tppe other than that of strictly com- 
pee ge character is required, the extra 
cost of building and operating should 
be part of the military budget.

STRICKEN BY FLU 


Fifty of the Staff of 500 Are 
ill, Ten of Them Having 
Pneumonia. 


OFFICIALS NOT ALARMED 


Commissioner Harris Finds Both 
Measles and Pneumonia Are 
Prevalent. 


Fifty of the 500 nurses at Bellevue 
Hospital have become victims of. the 


precaution yesterday Health Commis-, 
sioner Dr. Louis I. Harris linked 
measles with pneumonia, both of which 
sometimes “‘show” almost together and 
are now prevalent.; Pneumonia, he 


said, was frequently a complication of |. 


measles, and he warned parents not 
to regard measles too lightly. Neither 
disease is epidemic, but the situation 
calls for care, he added. 

Last week there 361 deaths from 
pneumonia and 49 from measles. Dur- 
ing the same week in 1925 there were 
238 deaths from pneumonia and only 2 
from measles. 

As an index of present conditions 
Dr. Harris gave the fatalities from 
pneumonia and influenza during last 
week and for the even week of the 
five previous years. These statistiés, 
he.said, are the best guide for esti- 
mating the relative severity of these 
diseases. The deaths were:

“In measles there should be the 
same isolation that there is in diph- 
theria and scarlet fever. Parents 
should not send their children to 
school. when youngsters have a run- 
psy nose, are sneezing and cough- 
ng.”

Have Been Gone Over—One a 
Giorgione, Other a Teniers. 


OFFICIALS ARE. UNMOVED 


“No Reason for Suspicion” Is Seen 
—‘Old, Master Worship’ Scored 
by Independent Artists’ Head. 


Declaring that the authenticity of 


many of the ‘‘old masters” was s0 
dubious as to make the prevalent rev- 
ererice for them as a class ridiculous, 
John Sloan, President of the Society 
of Independent Artists, charged’ spe- 
cifically yesterday that two famous 
pictures in the Metropolitan Museum 
‘had been seriously tampered with. 

The “Portrait of a Gentleman,” cred- 
ited .to Giorgione, «the Italian Ren- 
aissance artist, and now in the Altman 
collection in the Metropolitan, had been 
obviously-painted over, he said. An ex- 
pert on the Venetian school had con- 
firmed his opinion, he declared, by 
pointing out the outlines of the original 
picture, which had been of Christ - 
ing a cross. Subsequent painters had 
added clothing and drapery until the 
picture had been ludicrously converted 
into a depiction of ‘‘A Gentleman,’ he 
said. 

David Tenier’s ‘‘Dutch Kitchen,” 
also in the Metropolitan, had already 
been found to be spurious in part, Mr.’ 
Sloan declared, when examination of a 
dark section on one side of the picture 
showed it to be a later coat of paint 
concealing a flayed ox. Then owners 
of the painting had considered the 
bloody- spot a blemish and had had 
it covered, he said. 

Mr. Sloan told of these paintings at 
the conclusion yesterday afternoon of 
a debate between members of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Independent 
Artists at thir annual exhibit at the 
Waldorf. -Mr. Sloan there hailed the 
speech of the day before by F. Valen- 
tine Dudensing, an art dealer, as an 
admission of the fallibility of museum 
' collections and ‘‘old master worship.” 

“If we have so much trouble in tell- 
ing who really painted these. pictures, 
why not put them aside and buy and 
exhibit what we like?’ he asked. 
“Just. as in criminal cases, you can 
get experts to testify on both sides 
when the question of authenticity 
arises. My suggestion is to ship the 
experts to Europe and let the trial go 
on. There are some ‘old masters’ 
which are not quite so good as clean 
canvas.”’ : 

Mr. Sloan ‘declared owners should 
not keep pictures simply because they 
had once liked them. Persons who 
like art must grow in their apprecia- 
tion, he said, their esthetic reactions 
becoming more arfd more _ sensitive. 
The fictitious glory of foreign work is 
declining, he said, and American art- 
ists should now study in America, de- 
veloping an art of their own which 
would not be a mere imitation of 
French and other European forms. 

Walter Pach, Treasurer of the Inde- 
pendent Artists and a_ well-known 
painter, opposed some of Mr. Sloan’s 
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careful museums. “‘It

SAYS RUSSIA CLINGS 
TO WORKS OF ART 


Government Willing to Sell Crown 
Jewels, bat Not Paintings, As- 
serts Germain Seligmann. 


The Russians are about to offer for 
sale the crown jewels of the Roman- 
offs, but they refuse to discuss the 
sale of a work of art, according to 
Germain Seligmann, antiquary, who 
told yesterday how he recently made a’ 
vain attempt to buy Russian works of 
art from the Soviet Government. Mr. 
Seligmann returned to New York last 
week from a visit to Russia. 

He said that art museums were as 
popular in Leningrad as moving pic- 
ture theatres on Broadway and that 
the extreme cleanliness and orderli- 








contrast to popular conception of con- 
ditions in Soviet Russia. 

“The Russians are willing to part 
with their jewels, but not with their 
works of art,” said Mr. Seligmann. 
“Through the nationalization of pri- 
vate collections the Russian State 
suddenly seen itself at the head of a 
vast amount of works of art and paint- 
ings of all kinds. All of these have 
been carefully catalogued and the 
finest and most important pieces have 
been assigned to the principal museums 
of Moscow and Leningrad. . 

“The moment you enter you are 
struck by tHe large number of stu- 
dents gathered about teachers, listen- 
ing with profound interest to the lec- 
tures. Many former owners of art col- 
lectiong are now curators of museums 
bearing their names. Thus it is a 
common sight to see a former noble- 
man guiding students through the gal- 
leries. Prince Cheremetrieff, for ex- 
ample, is now curator of the Chereme- 
trieff Museum in Moscow, in which re- 
pose art works formerly his. — 

“Although I appeared in no official 
capacity in Russia, I received most 
courteous treatment everywhere. I 
was struck by the discipline of the 
soldiers and the order reigning every- 
where. 

“T’m at great variance with the opin- 
ion of my friend, Prince Alexander Ro- 
manowski, with whom I returned on 
the steamer France. He predicts the 
return of por keer gp and hopes to 
establish a colony of emigres on Long 
Island. If Russia handles its State 
affairs as enthusiastically as it has 
handled its art treasures, there can be 
no doubt as the progress and ulti- 
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fascinating scenic beauty.

Says Grads Will Feel No Sense 
of Being Robbed on Knowing 
Purpose of Increase. 


HIGHER .FEE A_SAFEGUARD. 


To Academic Funds and Athletics 
for All Rather Than Apotheosis 
of Gridiron Demigod.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., March 8.—The 
Yale Daily News said editorially ‘to- 
day that the comment which was made 
by THe New York Times on the 
jump in the price of football tickets 
was “decidedly awry.” The News 
points out that, Yale graduates will fee] 
no senes. of being robbed when they. 
appreciate the purpose of the agree- 
ment by Yale, Harvard and Princeton 
to raise the ticket price from $3 to $5. 

As long as the Yale alumnus comes 
from the Far West to a football match, 
spends to night -before the game and 
the night after the game at a New York 
theatre, where he perhaps pays $8 for 
a seat in the Winter Garden without 
noticing the price as unusual, it is 
felt at Yale that he will not feel it 
unfair to spend $5 for admission to 
the climactic event of his ‘journey of 
more than 2,000 miles—the Yale-Har- 


vard or Yale-Princeton football game. 
The News says editorially: 


“The filial ‘touch’ ’’ is the charac- 
terization given by THE New YorK 
Times to the new Yale-Harvard- 
Princeton\ agreement for the sale of 
tickets at the “Big Three” football 
games. ‘Merely another way of get- 
ting money out of the Old Grad/”’ 
the editorial goes on to say.~ © 

/The Brown Daily Herald, arch-type 
of our own undergraduate journal, 
joins in with an attack on the ‘‘com-. 
mercialism’ of the ‘“‘Big Three” ath- 
letic authorities. Following Harvard’s 
propounded .efforts to reduce the 


‘ overemphasis on fdotball, these two {| 


papers find the new agreement con- 
sistent with this endeavor. 

This outside criticism is decidedly 
awry. The purpose of the new ar- 
rangement is not to exploit college 
athletics, to have bigger and better 
stadia or to endow the -athletic as- 
sociations of the three universities 
with unnecessary funds. It is the 
inevitable result of a chain of cir- 

. cumstances which began with the 
increased costs following the war 
and culminated in the demands made 
by the policy of ‘‘athletiqg for all.” 
With expenses whiclt could not be 
met by the annual income of the 
athletic associations, the choice lay 
between cutting these down or in- 
creasing the revenue derived from 
gate receipts. The former could 
only be effected by. depriving non- 
team members of their opportunity 
to participate in sports. Greater 
revenue could not be derived by ap- 
Plication to the funds which exist for 
academic purposes. The alternative 
was to charge the: public more 
dearly. 

Five, dollars is a sum that any one 
would’ pay for an’ exhibition of not 
half the import of the “Big Three”’ 
football. games. Furthermore, the 
public is not enticed to attend these 
contests, and if the price seems ex- 
orbitant it can boycott the annual 
affairs with no offense to the uni- 
versities involved. The Old Grad 
‘will feel no sense of being ‘‘robbed’’ 
when he appreciates the purpose of 
the agreement. The Times and The 
Brown Daily have gone awry in their 
charge’ of ‘‘commercialism,” for the 
revenue derived from the increased 
gate receipts will be a safeguard to 
the academic funds and the policy of 
athletics for all rather than the 
apotheosis of the football demigod. 
In the second place it discourages 
rather than caters to the public.

Something of the spontaneity of a 
labor of love informs the brighter mo- 
ments of the Nugents’ comedy, ‘‘The 
Trouper,” mounted at the Fifty-sec- 
ond Street last evening, and of Mr. 
Nugent's acting as well. For, although 
the convention of the stage requires 
facile comedy to be written in three 
acts.and to keep the theatre lighted 
until 11 o’clock, and although the Nu- 
gent piece honors this convention with 
some labor, it has flavorsome mo- 
ments when Mr. Nugent obviously is 
recalling his own associations on the 
road, in one-night stands, jumping 
from one gawky ‘‘opera house” to an- 
other, making shift with the scanty 


materials at hand. Acting the part

Lula Mysz-Gmeiner’s Debut. 

Lula Mysz-Gmeiner, the German 
singer, who has long enjoyed a high 
reputation in her own land, made her 
first New York appearance yesterday 
afternoon in Aeolian Hall. She sang 
songs by old Italians—Marcello, Pergo- 
lesi, Buononcini, Paisiello; a group of 
songs; three ballads of 


two. songs by Manhier. The intelli- 
gence, sincerity and: dramatic feeling 
of the singer were at once in evidence. 
Mme. Mysz-Gmeiner interpreted not 
only with instinct for effect, but with 
the conviction behind the ormance 
which constitutes the erence be- 
tween a ssion of notes and the 
creation of living music. She is a mu- 
siclan who not only sings but thinks 
and feels—and of these the ranks are 
not legion. Her voice is past its best 
estate; her methods yesterday were 
not flawless from the technical point 
of view, and there were some depar- 
tures from pitch. The performances, 
for all that, had unusual significance. 
Mme. Mysz-Gmeiner knows how to 
shape a phrase, how to s e a tone 
adroitly in accordance with the text, 
how to make an audience feel a song 
first as a poem, then as a melody.

They 
had never met before. Tilly was born 
‘near Shanesville after her mother had 
left her father somewhere on the road. 
In periodic letters Larry had laid on 
his histrionic importance rather thick 
and enlarged upon his genius. Believ- 
ing all that he had writen, Tilly had 
pictured her father as a statuesque 
tragedian, manager, director and star 
of his company all in one. When the 
two meet without warning in Shanes- 
ville, he has to cut-a better figure in her 
spa ae than his minor réle in a rou- 

ine company can sustain. In fact, the 
situation is generally desperate; for 
the company finds itself stranded with- 
out salaries or railroad fares and 
with no money in the box office to pay 
the evening performance. With years 

_of experience on the road, Larry rises 
to the occasion, takes vigorous charge 
of the company, rehearses a bill. of 
“the old stuff, six brief farces, slap- 
stick; gold crown, black-face and 
American flag for the finale; 
takes complete charge of the troupe. 
Even his daughter is finally rescued 
from a dull life in a stale "ator 
hood for the glamorous adventure of 
the road.

In neatly turned dialogue, ‘The 
Trouper’ contrives to reveal the per- 
plexitiesof trouping amusingly. As 
embellishment to the merely service- 
able fable, it touches lightly upon the 
search for lodgings, the scarcity of 
running hot water, the vanities of the 
actors, the jealousies and social cleav- 
age, the ‘‘sugar daddy” of the show,

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FROM BARGE TO SHIP CANAL. 

Governor SMITH’s message to the 
Legisfature last night submitted with 
hearty approval a special report of the 
Superintendent of Public Works on 
the Barge Canal. Colonel GREENE’S 
studies and recommendations may be 
divided into two parts. The first re- 
lates to “the actual results shown in 
Barge Canal traffic. It has fallen far 
short of both predictions and expecta- 
tions. While the canal has a theo- 
retical annual capacity of 20,000,000 
tons, it carried last year only 2,344,- 
000 tons. Though the cost of the 
canal during 1925, including mainte- 
mance and operation, capital charges 
of $6,000,000 and permanent better- 
ments, was $10,933,000, the receipts 
were no more than $359,000, result- 
ing in a net. loss, 
taxpayers, of $10,573,000. In partial 
explanation of this unhappy finan- 
cial showing, Superintendent GREENE 
points to the wasteful building of 
many of the canal terminals and grain 
elevators, but lays main stress on the 
fact that the immovable bridges over 
the canal yield a clearance of only 
fifteen feet. They thus almost auto- 
matically exclude large craft. They 
compel the building and use of a 
special type of ‘boat which cannot be 
operated to advantage in other waters. 


Practical business men will not rush to! 


invest in’ vessels which cost as much 
as $250,000 each; but which must lie 
idle five months of the year —_— of 
ics in the eanal. 

Enlargement and: deepening of the 
canal, together with getting rid of all 
bridges that will not lift or swing, 
being the next step advised by Super- 
fintendent Greenz, the question arises 
how best the work can be done. His 
conclusion is that the Barge Canal 
should be converted into a Ship Canal 
from Lake Ontario by way of the Mo- 
hawk Valley to the Hudson River and 
thence to the sea. Governor SMITH 
endorses this project, and declares 
that, inasmuch as the major part of 
the business done on such a canal 
would be interstate, it should be built 
and operated by the Federal Govern- 
ment. This at once forces the issue 
between the St. Lawrence route, so 
long under. discussion, and this so- 
called ‘‘ all-American” canal. 

In so important a project we ought 
not to allow ourselves to be misled by 
mere names or epithets.. If an all- 
American canal has advantages over 
the St. Lawrence canal, let them be 
stated for what they are without any 
patriotic flourishes. Colonel GREENE 
disclaims any hostility to the - St. 
Lawrence route, but thinks that it is 
a@ matter to be taken care of by_the 
Canadian Government. It must be 
admitted that there are drawbacks in 
a divided jurisdiction, Our Govern- 
ment has been for years negotiating 
on this subject with the Dominion of 
Canada, and no final decision has yet 
been reached. Superintendent Greene 
bélieves that in time there will be a 
demand and ample use for both 
canals. He points out that the Amer- 
ican route is much the shorter. From 
Lake Ontario to *tne sea. by. way of 
Oswego and Albany is 340 miles, com- 
pared with 1,180 miles via Kingston 
and Montreal. ‘And the American 
» route, while opening a channel for a 

large amount of agricultural freight 
” from the West through the Great 
‘Lakes, will also serve along its own 
‘route thickly populated districts which 
“Would furnish a large amount of busi- 
s Smess _to the canal.

Meanwhile, the 
Governor of New York has not hesi- 
tated to take his stand on the side of 
the ‘American route, and to offer the 
Barge Canal, with its equipment, to 
the Federal Government if the latter 
decides to procéed with the ambitious 
project of a Ship Canal from Lake 
Ontario to New York, making it pos- 
sible for lake boats to meet at Albany 
seagoing vessels for the transfer of

It is 6bviously a scheme which can- 
not be brought to realization this year 
or next, certainly not by this Legis- 
lature or the present Congress. But 
it deserves to be studied in all its 
aspects and bearings. Few who have 
lqoked into the matter will disagree 
with the opinion of Superintendent 
Greene that in time the construction 
of a Ship Canal connecting the Great 
Lakes with the Atlantic is ‘* inevita- 
ble.”’: But the question where and 
how it should be built is still open.

THE NEW REFUNDING LOAN. 

Secretary MELLON has taken the 
initial step toward refunding the na- 
tional debt at a lower rate of interest, 
and has done so more promptly and 
more boldly than the banking  com- 
munity had expected. On the 15th 
of the present month there will ma- 
ture about $615,000,000 of three-year 
obligations, put out in March of 1922 
and bearing 4% per cent. interest. 
They represented an‘extension of ma- 
turity, granted in advance of the due 
date to holders of the four-year Vic- 
tory 4% per cent. bonds of 1919; the 
purpose being to reduce the aggregate 
redemption payments which otherwise 
would have ealled for a $3,500,000,000 








payment in May, 1923. - This portion 


of the extended Victory bonds is now 
about to mature; the Secretary offers 
In exchange for them, or for cash sub- 
scription, $500,000,000 in 3% per cent. 
bonds with a maturity thirty years 
distant and an optional redemption 
date ten years earlier, 

Notwithstanding the lower interest 
rate—it is the. lowest at which. any 
long-term bond of war-time or after- 
ward. has been offered, except the 
wholly tax-exempt first Liberty loan 
at 3% per cent.—a premium of one- 
half of 1 per cent. over par is required 
for subscription. or exchange. To the 
money market, which had been reck- 
oning on another issue of short-term 
Treasury obligations, the announce- 
ment came as a surprise; yet its wis- 
dom has been at once conceded. So far 
as concerns the market’s. measure- 
ment of the immediate cost of capital, 
the oversubscription of $453,000,000 
one-year 3% per cent. Treasury certif- 
icates, last December, was one indica- 
tion. But the Secretary also points 
out that the outstanding 4 per cent. 
Treasury bonds, issued in 1924 and 
with a similar thirty-year maturity, 
have been selling on the Stock Ex- 
change above 104, whereas the Liberty 
4 per cents. with half as long a life 
ahead of them are quoted only around 
par. This is conclusive proof that in- 
vestors (mostly, in this case, fiduciary 
institutions) are willing to accept a 
lower yield on a Government bond 
with longer maturity. Of the success 
of the Secretary’s offer, no doubt is 
entertained. 

The floating of this loan will be a 
somewhat notable landmark in Treas- 
ury finance. That it indicates a lower 
money market in the immediate future 
does not necessarily follow. The sub- 
scribers will have their eye on the 
next twenty or thirty years, and the 
fixing of 3% per cent. on the one-year 
loan of last December, when similar 
loans had been placed at 2% per cent. 
in 1924, was commonly regarded~as 
meaning a gradual rise in money rates. 
But the historic interest in the new 
refunding operation lies in the fact 
that it carries the process of reducing 
interest charges.on a long-term loan 
further than at any other time since 
the war ended, and fixes a consider- 
ably: lower rate even than the thirty- 
year refunding bonds of the easy- 
money years 1922 and 1924. It is as 
much: a sign of improving public 
credit ds ‘of money market conditions.

Grunpy, Chief of the Pennsylvania 
Manufacturers’ Association, is _ still 
true, as.it was in 1922, to the nomina- 
tion of JoHN S. FisHer for Governor. 
So nobody can guess the name of his 
real candidate for that office. 

Mr. W. L. MELLON, one of the most 
quiet and powerful of Keystone real- 
ists, has been in Washington talking 
with Senators Resp and Pepper. In- 
evitably, nothing was said about pdll- 
tics. His visit ‘‘ had no political sig- 
nificance.’’ ‘The Governorship ques- 
tion, Mr. MELLON says, “ is still open.

VOICES ACROSS THE SEA. 
After. much  eonversational small 


beer, chiefly about the weather and |@" 


prohibition, the first public telephone 
talk across the Atlantic developed an 
amazing cynicism. ‘‘ The better peo- 
‘ple know each other,’’ said Mr. 
HarPer of The London Daily News, 
‘‘the more apt they are.to quarrel.’’ 
Trouble-makers were even then at 
hand. Eavesdroppers in Berlin made 
remarks for publication on ‘‘ the per- 
‘*fect drawing-room. tone’’ and the 
dullness of English. speakers as con- 
trasted with the eager restlessness of 
American accents: German feminists 
declared. that if they could only 
“catch the voices’? of American wo- 
men, they would be able to pull off 
a revolution and -¢émancipate the 
Hausfrau. It is very sad. Yet it 
may be noted that the tactful French 
absented themselves, or at least made 
no public comment. They have a 
proverb ,worth a dozen of Mr. 
HarPer’s Shavian ‘cynicisms. ‘* To 
“understand all,” they say, ‘‘is to 
** pardon all.” 

Beyond question, undefstanding is 
abroad among nations. Progress from 
the mechanically stuttering dots ana 
dashes of the Morse code to the in- 
stant give-and-take of live voices per- 
fect to the accent is only an index, 
and an imperfect one, of what has 
been going on for half a century in 
every sphere. We live in a new 
world, which as yet we dimly compre- 
hend. The nations are held in touch 
by ties at once stronger than the elec- 
‘tric current and more subtle. If we 
had “really understood ’* the crisis of 
1914, should we not have seen from 
the start that the war was ‘‘our 

war"? A few of us have learned that 
peace also is our peace, but the old 
spirit of isolation dies hard. Our 
representatives in Congress have 
lately acknowledged, though with 
manifold misgivings and reservations, 
that world. justice is our justice: but 
through wide regions even that gospel 
bas yet to be understood. In ma- 
terial science we have gone forward 
amazingly; we have conquered the 
impalpable air, the imponderable 
ether. But toward that other under- 
standing which pardons and aids to 
@ more helpful living we have made 
only faint advances. . 

Many observers; and among them 
minds ot the best, look to telepathy as 
the hope of spiritual regeneration. 
After studying it for a lifetime with 
keen critical acumen, Frank Popmore 
put a crucial question. Is it the be- 
ginning of a new faculty, slowly 
evolving, which will put-us in close 
touch with one_ ‘another ‘and. with 
eternity? Or is it the vestigial re- 
mains of a primitive faculty that has 
been dying of disuse since we learned 





queen a slave to the spirit of the hive? 
We cannot say with certainty that, 
even among insects, there is such a 
thing. Yet this we know: In the new 
world in which wé live, our nearest 
needs and most sacred fortunes, 
like articulate speech, have become 
telepathic. 
AS ROTA ORE 
A SENSIBLE LAW REFORM. 

At Albany today the Senate Com- 
mittee on General Laws is to hold a 
hearing on a bill looking to a Blight 
but highly useful amendment of the 
real property law in relation to “ gifts, 
‘* grants and: devises of real property 
“for charitable purposes.” The intent 
is to do away with the necessity, un- 
der the present law, in executing a 
will. in which the testator desires to 
incorporate the provision of another 
document, of reproducing that docu- 
ment in full. The change proposed 
would allow merely “reference” to 
any ‘‘ written or printed resolution, 
‘‘ declaration or deed of trust, identi- 
** fied as existing prior to the execu- 
“tion of such will.” Take, for exam- 
ple, the operation of the Community 
Trust.. Many banks and trust com- 
panies have adopted an identical reso- 
lution setting forth. conditions under 
which funds -will be administered 
through the Community Trust. Under 
the law as it exists the whole docu- 
ment of twenty pages must be copied 
in a will to make it valid. By the 
amendment of the law it would be 
sufficient to “‘incorporate by refer- 
ence.” In approving the bill for that 
purpose, the Committee of the Bar 
Association points out that it would 
“bring the New York law into line 
‘‘with that of England and most 
** American jurisdictions.”’ 

The facts being as they are, and the 
bill being Carefully drawn and safe- 
guarded, there ought to be no doubt of 
the reform of the law in the particular 
mentioned. The inconveniences aris- 
ing under the existing archaic practice 
are obvious. They could easily and 
safely be avoided by the change which 
it is desired to make. It is a modest 
proposal, of high importance only for a 
limited number of persons, yet it is an 
illustration of the way in which use- 
ful and sensible imiprovement in the 
law maybe effected. It is hard to 
see how any one can object to the 
change unless he is sworn to defend 
every minute technicality of previous 
legislation. 


THE “RADICAL” FARMER, 

Recent political developments, ac- 
cording to the National Industrial 
Conference Board, show a complete 
reversal in one respect. The farm- 
ers, who once constituted the main 
strength of conservative sentiment, 
now. display °*‘ strong radical tenden- 
cies,’’ ‘The. urban populations show 
‘* increasingly conservative trend.’’ 
But. for more than half a century, at 
Jeast, the “‘ radical ’’ movements in 
our political history have been farm- 
er movements, from Greenbackism 
through Populism and Bryanism to 
La Follettism. The backbone:of the 
Third Party ‘of 1924 was agrarian. 
Labor went along with something less 
than half a heart, and lost no time in 
reading the lesson of defeat. To the 
extent that Labor has at times de- 
veloped a radical slant, it has been 
least perceptible in the ranks of urban 
labor. Movements like the L W. W. 
and the One Big Union had their chief 
strength among the unorganized work- 
ers of the West—the miners and for- 
estry workers; © When the Socialist 
Party was at the top of its strength 
a dozen years ago its strongholds were 
in non-urban industrial States like 
Oklahoma and California. 

Of neither the industrial workers nor 
of the farmers can it be said that rad- 
icalism in this country has had the 
significance it bears. abroad. In Eu- 
rope it has been a steady growth based 
on the rise of a great working class 
whose status and prospects have been 
regarded, in the radical philosophy, as 
permanent. It has been radicalism 
based on class. In this country it has 
been a sporadic radicalism fluctuating 
with good and hard times. The sudden 
change in the political outlook which 
occurred with the upward surge of 
wheat prices in the Spring of 1924 
showed how dependent is the radical- 
ismi of the farmer on conditions of the 
moment. The radicalism of a farmer 
whose crops were worth 10 billion 
dollars in 1916,-nearly 18 billions in 
1919 and 10 pillfons ‘in 1921 must be 
considered in the light of crop poss!- 
bilities two years from now. 

One definite factor in the farmer’s 
discontent has emerged within the last 
year or two. That is the famous “‘sur- 
Plus” which it is not in his power to 
regulate because of the great uncer- 
tainties which Nature injects into the 
farmer’s. business. . Shall Government 
or the farmer himself through co- 
operation manipulate this surplus in 
years of low prices? A farm lobby is 


| now urging virtual Government price- 


fixing. Against this President Coor- 
ies. has set his face, all the more 
firmly because the farmers themselves 
are not quite convinced that this way 
lies their salvation. After cooperation 
for marketing purposes as the tempo- 
rary remedy, ‘the President locks. to 
definite relief in the readjustment be- 
tween farming and industry.

FOOTBALL. 

Professional football greatly needed 
a man of force and character to gov- 
ern it. The selection of WittuMm H. 
Epwarps is the best that could have 
been made. As a player of the game 
at Princeton he had no superior; in his 
public career he has displayed execu- 
tive ability of a high order; he knows 
how to handle men of all types; he is 
a true sportsman, and he enjoys the 
esteem and respect of all who know 
him. In his senior year at Princeton 
h' was made Master of Ceremonies on 
Class Day and he has been a master 
of ceremonies in his contacts with 
large bodies of men ever since. It 
was characteristic of him that, as 
Street Cleaning Commissioner, he 
worked harder and kept longer hours 
than anybody else. His ample pro- 
portions and animated face were fre- 
quently seen at the stables when the 
goll was called at 6 in the morning, 
and he used to make his last rounds 
among the night shifts.

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CAPITAL IN THE PHILIPPINES 





MANILA, Jan. 2%.—Latent distrust 
of the Filipino politicians as lawmak- 
ers and administrators unless Ameri- 
can control is firmly and consistently 
maintained is one of the obstacles in 
the way of American capital in the 
Philippine Islands, according to the 
statement of American business men 
and lawyers in Manila. Although the 
land laws in particular are considered 
by some to be prejudicial to large 
scale developments of industrial ag- 
riculture, these are not in themselves 
such insurmountable barriers as are 
the hostile attitude of the Filipino poli- 
ticlans and the fact that there is no 
body of Filipino business men to bring 
pressure to bear on the Legislature for 
sane and sound business legislation. 

The fact that the business of the 
Philippine Islands is not in the hands 
of Filipinos, but of Orientals and Occi- 
dentals, is considered to be responsible 
for many of the business difficulties 
in the islands at present. The Fili- 
pino politicians have no interest in 
either Chinese or American foreign 
business and are unwilling to accept 
their suggestions on legislation affect- 
ing business. As a result, not only is 
constructive economic legislation prac- 
tically impossible but there is no check 
on destructive economic legislation, ex- 
cept .the veto. 

American business men in the Philip- 
pines, like business men elsewhere, 
are always anxious about possible re- 
strictive tax measures being passed. 
According to their testimony, éondi- 
tions in the Philippines, in this respect, 
are somewhat similar to those in Mex- 
ico and in some of the Latin-Ameri- 
can countries. Unless American con- 
trol is wisely enforced, there is no tell- 
ing when new taxes may be imposed 
which may seriously handicap in- 
vested capital. Furthermore, experi- 
ence has shown that the Filipino Leg- 
islature has on occasion sought to pass 
bills of a nature unworthy of serious- 
minded men. 

In 1920, for example, a new mining 
law was introduced which included the 
provision that “Any person who, be- 
ing the owner of any share of stock 
or interest in a corporation dedi- 
cated to mining, should become a 
shareholder or have an interest in an- 
other corporation formed for the same 
purpose * * * shall be, upon convic- 
tion, punished by a fine of not more 
than $2,000 and with imprisonment of 
not more than five years, or both pén- 
alties, in the discretion of the court.”’

They frankly state that they do not 
want British or Japanese money, but 
such is their bitterness about the re- 
cent efforts of American capitalists 
to obtain rubber lands that they are 
perfectly willing to see the entire 
country remain undeveloped rather 
than see American money co ne in now. 
As one of them put it, “We er a 
Government run ike hell by Filipinos 
to one run like heaven by Americans.’’ 





THE RAILWAY MERGER. 


Extracts From the Decision of the 

Interstate Commerce Commission. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your issue of Thursday, March 4, 
1926, there appears an editorial con- 
cerning “The Railway Merger De- 
cision,”” in which the recent decision 
of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission on the proposed “Nickel 
Plate merger’ is discussed. The edi- 
torial contains the following state- 
ment: 

“The opinion does not explicitly de- 
clare that the terms proposed were 
themselves inequitable; it states, in- 
deed, that ‘if all the stockholders of 
the Chesapeake and the Hocking had 
been represented by independent nego- 
tiators * * * our findings would be dif- 
ferent.’ Apparently, then, the rejection 
of the plan is really based rather on 
faulty method of procedure than on 
necessarily inadequate terms of amal- 
gamation.” 

Having been present throughout the 
hearing before the commission in this 
case, and knowing that a large por- 
tion of this extensive record deals 
solely with the question of the fair- 
ness of the terms, I did not believe 
that the foregoing statement could 
possibly be correct, and a careful read- 
ing of the opinion shows that the com- 
mission has dealt most explicitly with 
that question. 

For your information, therefore, and 
I hope that of your readers also, I de- 
sire to call your attention to the fol- 
lowing passages from the opinion of 
Commissioner Meyer: 

“Without going into further details 
it is sufficient to say that whatever 
test applicants have used in trying to 
sustain the predetermined ratios, they 
have not sustained the burden of 
showing the ratios are just and rea~ 
sonable as between the stockholders of

That company has an authorized stock 
of $11,000,000 par value, all of one class, 
of which $10,999,500 par value is out- 
standing, and $500 par value is in 
the treasury of the company. Of the 
outstanding stock—§8,837,900 par value 
is owned by the Chesapeake & Ohio 
Railway and is, therefore, controlled 
by the Messrs. Van Sweringen through 
their control of that company; §$2,161,- 
600 par value was owned by others. 
There was, therefore, at most, a total 
of 21,616 shares which could have be- 
longed to persons having an indepen- 
dent viewpoint. At the meeting of the 
stockholders on March 28, 1925, at 
which the proposed plan was acted 
upon, 15,890 of these shares voted 
against the plan and only 2,286 in 
favor thereof. In other words, 73.5 
per cent. of the minority stock voted 
against the proposal, or practically 
seven shares against for every one 
share (not owned by Chesapeake & 
Ohio) in favor of the proposal. This 
dissenting vote consisted of the hold- 
incs of approximately 100 individual 
stockholders with &n aggregate par 
value of $1,589,000, and a market value 
of considerably more than that 
amount, and these holders were the 
only ones who could be expected to 
have a really independent viewpoint, 
since the holder of approximately 80 
per cent. of the stock was controlled 
by the proposers of the plan. 
It is perfectly evident, therefore, 
that the Hocking minority was a sub- 
stantial one. The Chesapeake & Ohio 
minority probably was no larger, in 
proportion to the size of that company, 
but it was also a substantial one. 
I am quite sure, from my knowledge 
of the commission’s methods and at- 
titude, that professional objectors of 
the kind above mentioned will find

They came here di- 
rect from Ottawa, Canada, and are to 
gail for England on March 13. 

About 1,000 persons gave the English 
®ocialists a rousing welcome. Admis- 
gion tickets sold for fifty and seventy- 
five cents. Morris. Hillquit, member 
of the National Executive Committee 
_ of the Socialist Party, introduced the 
guests as “comrades.” 

Lady Cynthia declared the Socialist 
Labor Party in England had ‘‘defi- 


nitely arrived,’”’ and spoke of the party 
here as only in a pioneer state. 

She predicted the eventual downfall 
of the present Government in Eng- 
Jand and the coming of the Socialist 
Party into power, as the result of the 
present capitalistic tendencies, which 
she asserted are growing worse. 

The once healthy competition in 
England, she said, has in recent years 
given way to the ‘monopolies and trusts 
and “outrageous profiteering allowed 
to go on unchecked.” The tendency 


now among employers and monopo- 


lists is to limit production so as to 
force up the prices. 

She complained of the miserable con-

in England, which she declared were 
much worse than in the slums in this 
country.

- era,” she continued, ‘“‘even if we don’t 
enjoy it now.” 

Mr. Moseley, in his address, sounded 
a warning against the present trend in 
Europe. E already trenches of combat 
are being formed for another war,’’ he 
said.

McAdoo Sends a Telegram to 
Magistrate in Atlantic City,

William McAdoo, -Chief City Magis- 
trate, telegraphed to Magistrate David 
Hirshfield, in Atlantic City yesterday, 
demanding a doctor’s certificate to ex- 
plain Magistrate Hirshfield’s absence 
from his duties since the first of the 
year.

JOHN H. TYSON DIES; 
INHERITED 3 FORTUNES 


Sportsman and Lavish Entertainer 
a Victim of Pneumonia at 39 
—Married Four Times.

STAMFORD, Conn., March 8.—John 
Hamilton Tyson, 39 years old, grand- 
son of George I. Tyson, founder of the 
American News Company and the Ty- 
son Ticket Agency in New York City, 
died today from pneumonia at his 
home in Riverside. 


Mr. Tyson inherited a fortune from 
his father, the late George G. Tyson; 
was the beneficiary of a trust fund, 
estimated at $3,000,000, left by his 
grandmother, and also inherited $1,000,- 
000 from an aunt, Mrs: Fannie A. Ham- 
itton. He married. four times. His 
first wife, Grace Starr, a daughter of 
A. E. Star. of New York, divorced 
him. The second, Dorothy Davidson 
of New York, died in 1915. His third 
wife, Rose Exiner of New York, also 
obtained a decree; which permitted 
him to wed Olive Hawley of Stamford 
six weeks after she had divorced Alex- 
ander H. Bass, a student at Stevens 
Institute. 

His large income was spent lavishly 
by Mr. Tyson on _ entertainments, 
yachts and fast automobiles. His mar- 
riages and many automobile accidents 
caused his name to appear frequently 
in the newspapers. He enlisted in the 
navy in the World War as a chief 
machinist’s mate. 


REV. DR. E. P, NEWTON DIES. 


Rector of St. James’s Church, Hyde 
Park-on-Hudson, for 14 Years. 

The Rev. Dr. Edward Pearsons New- 
ton, since 1912 rector of St. James’s 
Church at Hyde Park-on-Hudson, died 
yesterday in his rectory at the age of 
66 after a brief illness. His widow, for- 
merly Caroline Burton Hart, survives. 

Dr. Newton was born at St. Albans,

SHUTS DINING ROOMS 


Hotel Bows to a Six Months’ 
Decree — Sold Liquor “to 
Satisfy Old Clientele.” 


COUNSEL ASSAILS DRY ACT 


Says Hotel Will Sell No More 
intoxicants Until ‘“‘Pernicious” 
Law Is Repealed. 


PADLOCKS FOR SIX OTHERS 


Macdougal Street Premises Had 
Been Dealt With Similarly Before 
When Club Gallant Was There. 


Admitting that they had violated the 
prohibition law, but saying they did so 
chiefly to satisfy the demands of their 
long-established clientele, the owners 

. of the Hotel Brevoort consented yes- 
terday to have the hotel’s two main 
dining rooms padlocked for six months. 
They issued, through counsel, a state- 
ment that no more liquor would be sold 
in the Brevoort “until this pernicious 
and unpopular law is repealed.”” The 
padlocks will be affixed on March 15. 

The. Brevoort grill, in the basement 
of the hotel, which is at Fifth Ave- 
mue and BHighth Street, will remain 
open, and preparations already had 
been begun, it was announced, to fit 
up two temporary dining rooms. Ray- 
mond Orteig and Elie Daution, owners 
of the Brevoort, accepted personal in- 
junctions which ‘will prevent them 
from selling, transporting or possessing 
liquor upon penalty of contempt of 
court, for which they could be sen- 
tenced without trial by jury should 
they violate the prohibition law again. 

The case against Sailors’ Snug Har- 
bor, which owns the property, was dis- 
missed. United States Attorney Emory 
R. Buckner said he had satisfied him- 
self that no person connected with 
Sailors’ Snug Harbor’ had any knowl- 
edge that the Volstead act was being 
violated in the hotel. The organiza- 
tion some time ago resolved that no 
liquor should be sold on any of, its 
Teal estate holdings. The Brevoort 


Hotel Company has leased the hotel 
property for twenty-two years. 
Case Brought Many Protests. 

No padlock action, including that 
against the Elks Club in West Forty- 
third Street, has caused such a stir 
as did that against the Brevoort. 

‘When it was first announced, Mr. 
Buckner, according to a statement he 
made later, received numerous pro- 
tests. He said in a recent address 
that a newspaper editor had talked 
“very seriously’ to him about his 
action and endeavored, to convince him 
that he had gone too far. 

Yesterday he said that he, person- 
ally, had not instituted the proceed- 
ings, but had acted, after receiving 
reports of prohibition agents, as he 
would act in any case, no matter how 
important or unimportant the alleged 
violation of the prohibition law might 
be. The padlock decree was signed 

esterday by Federal Judge John C. 

Ox. 


Hotel Counsel’s Statement. 


The padlock suit was filed three 
weeks ago. Yesterday Frank A. K. 
Boland, who together with Frederic C. 
+ Bellinger appeared as attorney for the 
hotel, issued the following statement: 

“As counsel for the proprietors of 
the Brevoort Hotel we have this day 
consented to the entry of a decree en- 
jofning the. use of the main dining 
rooms of the hotel. Such consent on 
our part naturally draws the inference 
that the proprietors of the hotel have 
violated the law. 

. “However, in so doing, they were 
actuated more by a desire to satisfy 
the desires and wishes of a long estab- 
lished patronage, rather than to ob- 
tain the profits which would naturally 
accrue to them. With the entry of 
the decree this practice will now cease. 

“The Hotel Brevoort is a hotel in 
every essential, and the sale of rooms 
and food is its only objective. The 
sale of liquor was only incidental. The

RENEWS THREAT TO RESIGN 


But Believes Enforcement Success 
Will Bar Such a Step—*“Drys”’ 
Block Senate Inquiry. | 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 8.—While the 
“‘wets” in Congress were making an 
unsuccessful effort to have the Senate 
Judiciary Committee set a day for 
hearings on the liquor problem, Lincoln 
C. Andrews, head of the Federal pro- 
hibition forces, reiterated today the 
statement, first made in New York 
last November, that he would resign 
one year from that date unless he was 
able to show tangible evidence by that 
time that the law was being enforced. 

General Andrews, however, would 
not permit this to get out as an un- 
qualified forecast that he contemplated 
handing’ in his resignation, for he 
quickly added that he now believed 
progress was being made in the right 
direction. He likewise announced that 
new agencies would be set up, with 
supervising: officials in Washington, in 
an effort to check the output of illicit 
beer and wine. This work, it is under- 
stood, will be confined to those who 
seek to market their products, and the 
Federal Government will not enter 
upon a campaign against home brews. 

A new “‘beer squad’”’ will be a feature 
of the expanded program laid out by 
General Andrews. There will be a su- 
pervising official stationed in Wash- 
ington, and under his eye will be a 
group of agents whose duty it will be 
to make a survey of the breweries of 
the United States. ere have been 
reports that large quantities,of high- 
power beer of various qualities are be- 
ing produced and marketed in Penn- 
sylvania, New York, Illinois and other 
‘twet’’ centrea. 

The new wine squad, soon to begin 
work, will devote most of its time to 
the supervision of the manufacture, 
distribution and use of sacramental 
wine and wine designated for medicinal 
purposes. The Federal forces will not 
investigate the home brewing situation, 
but will leave any activity in that di- 
rection to the State and other local au- 
chorities. 

During the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee session the ‘wets’ declared that 
the committee was apparently afraid 
of a hearing on the liquor situation be- 
cause it would reveal the sentiment 
that existed in behalf of modification 
of the dry laws and the intolerable 
conditions that existed. 

Senator Caraway, Democrat, of Ar- 
kansas, in behalf of the “drys” re- 
plied that public hearings on the issue 
might lead to a belief that there was 
a weakening on the part of Congress 
in its attitude on the prohibition ques- 
tion when no such weakening existed. 
Senator Borah of Idaho felt tt that there 
could be no amendment of the Volstead 
act ‘which provided for modification 
without also bringing about a violation 
of the Eighteenth Amendment. He 
felt that the question involved was 
whether there should -be another 
amendment to the Constitution. 

It appeared that for the present, at 
least, a majority of the committee was 
opposed to hearings and action was 
delayed. This led Senator Edge, 
“wet” leader of New Jersey, to as- 
sert that the “drys’’ were afraid be- 
cause they knew the ‘‘wets’’ would 
be able to make out a - case for 
modification.

He Takes by Mistake-Dog Medis 
cine. Which Contains 
Arsenic. 


IN POOR HEALTH FOR YEARS 


Doctor Tries Two Hours to Save 
Him—Harvard Man Was Cited 
In War. 


Frank Hamilton Davis, 43 years old, 
a banker, died early yesterday morn- 
ing from arsenic poisoning at his 
home, 110 West Fifty-fifth Street. Dr. 
Arthur L. Washburn, his physician, 
reported to the Medical Examiner’s 
office that the taking of the poison 
was accidental. 

Mr. Davis, who had been ijl for 
several weeks and under the care of 
his physician, rose shortly after mid- 
night and went to the bathroom to take 
medicine. 

Through a mistake he took a bottle of 
dog medicine; containing a large per- 
centage of arsenic from the shelf and 
administered a good-sized dose to him- 
self. Realizing his error as he became 
deathly ill, he called out to his wife, 
who was asleep in the next room, that 
he had: taken the wrong medicine. 

Mrs. Davis notified Dr. Washburn, 
who lives at 58 West Fifty-second 
Street. The physician worked two 
hours in an effort to save his patient’s 
life. pe 

Mr. Davis was a member of the firm 
of Colgate, Parker & Co., bankers, of 
49 Wall Street, until that firm’s dis- 
solution three years ago. Since then 
he had not been actively engaged in 
business, having been in poor health. 


Served in Aviation Corps. 


He was a graduate of Harvard, class 
of 06, and a member of the Racquet 
and Tennis, Harvard, Players and 
Morris County Golf clubs. He played 
on the Harvard Club squash tennis 
team three Winters. During the war 
he served as Senior Lieutenant in 
naval aviation, being second in com- 
mand at Norfolk, Va. He was com- 
mended during the war by the Navy 
Department for a daring rescue of a 
Se ae from drowning.

It bears the 
date Sept. 27, 1925, and is witnessed by 
two other brothers. of the decedent, 
who ag supporting their brother 
Harry. The largest single bequest con- 
tained in the paper, aside from the 
residuary estate, is $505,000 to the 
brother, Harry Jackson. 
The contestants. charge that $505,000 
was raised from $5,000 without the 


knowledge or consent of the decedent. 


While they admit that the paper is in 
Daniel Jeckpon"s handwriting and that 
the signature is his, they contend that 
it was made merely as a memorandum, 
and that the signatures of the wit- 
nesses,« Hdward and Henry Jackson, 
were written without.his knowledge. 


Gainsburg Outlines Defense’s Case. 


Isidor Gainsburg, counsel for the pro- 
ponents, said in his opening remarks 
to the jury that he conceded that the 
$505,000 had been written after a 
smaller amount had been erased, but 
declared that the substitution had been 
made by Daniel himself. The will, he 
said, was made by Daniel the day be- 
fore he underwent an operation for 
mastoiditis, from which he subse- 
quently recovered. sufficiently to be 
about. 

Former Governor Nathan L. Miller, 
as trial counsel for the widow, said 
“the case is the most extraordinary in 
my experience.’’ He termed the probate 
proceedings ‘‘a crime,” and said the 
proponents would have to support their 
case on perjury 

“Daniel H. Jackson. never intended 
this to be his will,” continued Mr. 
Miller. “It was a personal memo- 
randum with which he intended to in- 
struct his lawyer in .reparing such 
will. He died intending to, give Harry 
H. Jackson, this proponent, $5,000; just 
the same amount he had given his two 
other brothers, Henry and Ted (Ed- 
ward). This was changed to $505,000. 
It is inconceivable that he should leave 
his brother Harry $505,000, or practi- 
cally one-third his entire estate.” 

The only witness to be called yester- 
day was Edward Jackson. He said 
he came to this country in 1921, and 
since that time had been closely asso- 
ciated with his brother Daniel. He de- 
scribed a taxi ride during which it was 
alleged the will was witnessed.

BANKERS TAKE OVER SHARES 


Practically the Entire Floating Sup- 
ply Removed From the Market 
by Otis & Co. 


Street pool in the maze of falling 
quotations and the inability &f those 
operating it to carry on further was 
Tevealed yesterday when formal an- 
nouncement was made that Otis & Co., 
bankers, of New York and Cleveland, 
had taken practically ‘the entire float- 
ing supply” of United Light and 
Power Company shares -out of the 
market. The announcement was made 
by Frank T. Hulswit, President of the 
United company. The stock, which is 
turned in on the Curb market and. is 
also listed on the Chicago Stock Ex- 
change, was one of the weakést of the 
public utility issues yesterday. It has 
plunged: downward intermittently with 
gay feeble rallies, for more than a 
week. , wes 

Details of the penl operations, the 
personnel and just how much was 
taken over from the operators were 
cloaked. in mystery and neither‘ the 
bankers nor Mr. Hulswit would am- 
plify the brief statement made by him 
at the end of the day. Last week it 
was rumored. that the pool, with 
which Mr. Hulswit is said to have 
been identified, was in difficulties. 
He denied the rumors emphatically 
and said at that time: ‘“‘There is abso- 
lutely. no truth in this report about 
my disposing of my United Light and 
Power holdings. As a matter of fact, 
I am buying the stock.”’ : 

On the previous day Mr. Hulswit had 
issued a formal statement in which he 
contended that the decline. in the 
shares was utterly at variance with its 
established earning power. , 


Mr. Hulswit’s Statement. 


_ Yesterday’s statemént, issued after 
the close of the market, over Mr. Huls- 
wit’s signature, was as follows: 

“It is true that practically the entire 
floating supply of the stock has been 
taken out of the market by a syndicate 
headed by Otis & Co. This should have 
a@ very beneficial effect, rather than 
otherwise.”’ "eh

American Locomotive Company 
Said to Plan Purchase of | 
Railway Steel Spring. 


NEW TREND TO EXPANSION 


Grouping With Car and Foundry Co. 
Would Create Single Concern to 
Supply All Rail: Néeds. 


According to a well-defined report 
in Wall Street, the American Locomo- 
tive Company plans to acquire the 
Railway Steel Spring Company. In- 
terests close to the American Loco- 
motive Company were said to be heavy 
buyers of Railway Steel Spring Com- 
pany common stock in the open mar- 
ket yesterday. According to one re- 
port, the equivalent of $75 a share in 
American Locomotive stock will be of- 
fered to Railway Steel Spring stock- 
holders for their holdings. 

The expansion of the locomotive 
building companies, which has been 
evident for several months, is along 
a new and unusual line. They are 
seeking diversified outlets for their 
capital and their large equipment, to 
increase sources of income. The ex- 


pansion is toward the manufacture 
of other railroad equipment than loco- 
motives, and also the manufacture of 
gasoline buses. 

William H. Woodin is head of both 
the American Locomotive Company 
and the American Car and Fo 
Company. It is pointed out that should 
the Railway Steel Spring Company be 
drawn into this group none of the 
three companies would compete. 
American Locomotive Company manu- 
factures locomotives, American Car 
and Foundry Company maaufactures 
ears and the Railway Steel Spring 
Company manufactures equipment for 
the cars. 

Because of poor business handled by 
all of the locomotive manufacturets 
in the past year the expansion is con- 
sidered natural. There is hardly suffi- 
cient inquiry for locomotives alone to 
keep busy all the shop equipment in 
the country, which expanded greatly 
during the war. 

The most recent expansion by the 
American Car and Foundry Company 
was the purchase of J. Brill 
& Co., large manufacturer of street 
cars, the Hall-Scott Motors Company, 
manufacturer of gas engines, and 
the Fageol Motor Company, manu- 
facturer of heavy buses. It is said 
tb be the ambition of the directors 
and large stockholders of the Amer- 
ican Car and .Foundry Company 
and the American Locomotive -Com- 
pany to bring under a single leader- 
ship a large and diversified company, 
which will be able to turn out every 
pecan equipment needed for a rail- 
roa 


The ambition to acquire the Railway

FOREIGN EXCHANGE 


Combination of Support and Short

Trading in the French franc occupied 
the centre of interest in the foreign ex- 
change market yesterday.

GASOLINE COST IS HIGH 


Compares Prices With Other Com- 
modities in Reply to Criticism 
a _ of Pablic, " 


The Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey, in the current issue of The 
Lamp, its official organ, comments on 
the criticism on the price of gasoline, 
and makes comparisons with the 
prices of other commodities. 

“One of the most deeply rooted 
American prejudices is that the price 
of gasoline is too high, no matter what 
it is,” the company says. “This prob- 
ably is a consequence of two extra- 
ordinary causes. The first of these is 
the fact that a relatively small num- 
ber of men pioneering in the earliest 
days of troleum development accu- 
mulated large private fortunes, which 
thereupon established the fact in mass 
thinking that they obtained more for 
their services than the products dis- 
tributed -warranted. The second is 
that in a year when a section of Okla- 
homa. literally gushed oil, a good grade 
of gasoline sold at retail for as low as 
9 cents and 10 cents a gallon. 

“It is an interesting question for the 
psychologists to debate as to why this 
abnormally low price, which would 
have meant ruin to the whole petro- 
leum industry if long maintained, as 
well as great waste of our most price- 
less natural resource, should have 
fixed itself in the minds-of millions of 
people as the true value of gasoline 
long after the brief period of over- 
tgp had been passed. Especial- 
iy so since practically every other 
commodity, whether natural or manu- 
factured, has gone through the same 
experience at seme time and subse- 
quently - been advanced to keep\ pace 
with higher costs without running 
against the same popular opposition. 

“A man does not have to be very 
old, for instance, to recall the days 
wken a five-cent piece could be ex- 
changed for the largest and best loaf 
of bread the baker made; when clean, 
selected anthracite was put into his 
cellar at $5.50 per ton; when railroad 
and Pullman fares were one-half or 
less what they are today, or when a 
pair of shoes were half-soled for 75 
cents with the best oak tanned leather 
and most skillful craftsmanship, or 
when a laborer put in ten hours of 
honest work for a dollar or a dollar 
and a quarter a day and lived in com- 
fort on his wage. 

“It is a fairly easy matter to dem- 
onstrate-that the newspaper today is 
really cheaper than the one which sold 
at one-half or one-third of the present 
price, and that the advertising rates 
are lower, measured in terms of the 
number of readers reached. It is cer- 
tainly true that gasoline is sold much 
cheaper than when it retailed at half 
the present price, but the public is 
cold toward such mathematics.”

Statement Says Facts Revealed by 
Bureau in Last Four Months 
Brought Many of These. 


The Better Business Bureau, which, 
in cooperation with Attorney General 
Ottinger, has been conducting a cam- 
paign against fraudulent practices in 
finance and commerce, made public 
yesterday a report covering its activ- 
ities for the last four months. In ex- 
planation of the injunction obtained 
against the Consolidated Stock Ex- 
change the report declares that ‘‘in the 
country at large the general public has 
found difficulty in distinguishing be- 
tween stock-brokerage firms.”’ 

“Some people have not been aware,”’ 
it-adds, ‘‘of the difference between one 
Stock Exchange and another. The 
practices of one have been laid at the 
doors of all, to the detriment of the 
public and legitimate business.” 

In the period covered more than sixty 
firms and individuals were restrained 
by court-order from alleged fraudulent 
practices in actions brought by the At- 
torney General in. New York State. 
Facts revealed by the Better Business 
Bureau, .it is said, helped to obtained 
many of these results. 

“As for the constitutionality of the 
Martin act,’’ says the report, ‘‘judicial 
interpretation of’ its provisions should 
be welcomed at any time. The Martin 
act is not @ criminal statute, but pro- 
vides civil redress for public wrong. 
No man is deprived of his liberty by 
its administration.

In the minority report, which it is 
understood was written by Senator 
Glass himself, a former Secretary of 
the Treasury, it is pointed out that 
the Pittman law was passed to avert 
a financial crash in India which ‘it was 
thought would retard, if not actually 
break down, our line of communica- 
tions and supply on the eastern front 
in the World War.’ 

“It was proposed,” the report con- 
tinues, ‘‘as a certain preventive of dis- 
aster, to sell to Great Britain the sil- 
ver held by the United States Treasury 
against outstanding silver certificates. 
After the crisis should be over the 
Treasury was authorized to repurchase 
and recoin into silver dollars an 
amount of silver equal to that sold and 
at a fixed price of $1 per ounce.

The Secretary of 
the Treasury, supported by the legal 
opinion of the Controller General, 
claims the Treasury has complied with 
the real intent of the Pittman act by 
restoring all the silver thus sold at the 
fixed price; and to this the minority 
of the committee agrees.

“Far from being in any respect in- 
jured by the policy pursued by the 
Treasury in éxecution of the Pittman 
act, the silver producers have received

WASHINGTON, March 8.—Money in 
circulation outside of the Treasury on 
March 1.amounted to $4,814,217,046. 
or $41.8 per capita for a population 
of- 115,049,000, the Treasury announced 
today. 

One month earlier it was $4,739,537,- 
429, with a per capita of 60. cents less, 
the population of Feb. 1 being esti- 
mated at 114,931,000.

HIGH COURT UPHOLDS 
KREINER’S CONVICTION 


Opinion in Fraud Case Draws 
Line Between Testimony on 
Character and Reputation. 





The conviction of William S. Kreiner 
on June 30, 1924, of using the mails to 
defraud his creditors, was affirmed 
yesterday by the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals. Kreiner was a member of the 
firm of Louis Kreiner & Sons, manu- 
facturers of shirtwaists and dresses. 
It was alleged that he had sent out a 
statement to the effect that his bank 
balance amounted to $267,930, when in 
fact it was only about $90,000. Kreiner 
was sentenced to the Atlanta Peniten- 
tiary for a year and a day. 

During his trial witnesses testified 
concerning his character. Among them 
were a Justice of the Supreme Court, 
a County Judge and a lawyer who has 
since become a Supreme. Court Justice, 
In its opinion the Circuit Court, com- 
menting on this phase of the case, said 
that the matter appeared to be of suf- 
ficient importance to express an under- 
standing of the law applicable to this 
class of testimony, and that a request 
had been made to the trial court to 
refer to the good character of the. de- 
fendant. Then the opinion read: 

“There was no evidence in the record 
as to defendant’s good character. All 
three witnesses were asked as to de- 
fendant’s reputation and-no one was 
asked as to his character, Reputation 
is one thing, character is another. It 
has been said that character and repu- 
tation are as distinct as are destination 
and journey.

WASHINGTON, March 8.—Early re- 
ports received by the Treasury Depart-

An official said tonight that the scant 
information now at hand from Federal

As a rule, when long-term bonds have 
been offered -the response on the first 
day has not been heavy, as in the 
case of the short-term issues of Treas- 
ury notes and certificates, and there- 
fore ‘it is more difficult to judge the 
situation. But enough information had 
been sent in up to the déepartment’s 
closing hour this evening to make the 
officials distinctly optimistic. 

These preliminary reports indicated 
that there was great interest taken in 
the issue in the large financial cen- 
tres, including New York, Philadel- 
phia, Boston and Chicago. The New 

ork district, from what has been 
heard up to this time, is expected to 
turn in very heavy subscriptions, as 
was the case when long term issues 
were offered in October, 1922, Decem-

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YIELDS 
THE VOLUME OF BAND 


New Instrument Has Horn 20 
Feet Long in Compact Form— 
Designed for Large Rooms. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CAMDEN, N. J., March 8.—Develop- 
ment of a super-talking machine hav- 
ing’a horn twenty feet long, which can 
duplicate the full volume of a band, a 
pipe organ or the voice of a singer, 
was made known tonight when the in- 
strumert was demonstrated publicly 
for the first time at a meeting of the 
Camden Architects’ tion. 

Designed especially for use in 
churches, auditoriums, theatres and 
large homes, the instrument duplicates 
the music of the greatest pipe organ 
= fidelity of volume, range and tone 
color. 

The new instrument was developed 
in the laboratories of the Victor Talk- 
ing Machine Company, under the di- 
rection of Dr. Carlton D. Haigis, chief 
chemist of the company, after several 
years of research in acoustics. For 
weeks the com y's had 
been working ht 24 to com- 
plete it for its first public showing. 

In exploining the new instrument 
Dr. Haigis said that it had been the 
dream of scientists that such fidelity 
of reproduction eventually would be 
attained that it would be impossible to 
differentiate. between the reproduced 
music and the original. By develop- 
ing a horn twenty feet long, designed 
on the orthophonic principle, he be- 
rae gg that this dream been real- 

Despite the great size of the horn it 
is ingeniously folded within a cabinet 
8 feet square, 4 feet deep and 11 feet 
high. The horn-or tone chamber open- 
ing measures 80 by 91 inches. The 
opening is covered by a grill. 

It was explained to the architects 
that the instruments can be designed 
in varying sizes and shapes, for 
building into cabinets or for perma- 
nent installation at the time a build- 
ing is. being erected.

EXEMPT FROM TAX 


Federal Collector Says Theft 
and Casualty Damages 
May Be Deducted. 


BROOKLYN READY FOR RUSH 


Office Open Every Night to File 
Income Returns—State Tax 
Due April 15. 


Losses by theft may be deducted by 
taxpayers in making out this year’s 
Federal income tax return, according 
to a statement issued yesterday by 
Frank. K. Bowers, Collector for the 
Second District, which said: 

“Losses arising from fires, storms, 
shipwreck or other casualty, or from 
theft, whether or not connected with a 
taxpayer's business, may be deducted 
from gross income in his 1925 income 
tax return. If his. home or automobile 
is destroyed by fire, or his property 
damaged by storm, the loss is de- 
ductible for the year in which it was 
- incurred. 

“Loss of property by theft or bur- 
giary is_an allowable deduction and 
‘need fiot be incurred in the taxpayer’s 
trade or business. A loss from em- 
bezzlement also is deductible. All losses 
are deductible only to the extent by 
which they are not compensated for 
by insurance or otherwise.” 

John TT. Rafferty, Collector in 
Brooklyn, said that a staff of fifty 
extra deputy Internal Revenue agents 
would be on duty in his office, 105 
Court Street, from 9 A. M. to 9.P. M. 
this week to receive returns. On 
Saturday the office will close at 6 P. 
M., but on Monday, the final day for 
filing Federal] tax forms, it will remain 
open until midnight. 

He pointed out that to those with in- 
comes exceeding $5,000 an extension 
has been granted of one month in the 
time for filing a full return, but that 
they must file a tentative return by 
next Monday night, with a payment of 
25 per cent. of the estimated tax. So 
far, he said, less than one-sixth of the 
number who are required to file these 
tentative returns have sent in their 
forms. 

The New York State Tax Commis- 
gion made this statement yesterday: 

“No general extension of time for the 
filing of New York State income tax 
returns due April 15 has been granted. 
This announcement is made by the 
commission owing to the confusion 
which apparently exists as the result 
of the recent general extension of time 
for filing returns granted by the United 
States Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue. 

“Director. Thomas M. Lynch of the 
State Income Tax Bureau suggests 
that persons subject to the New York 
tax who desire extensions beyond April 
15 for the filing of their 1025 returns 
should make these requests as prompt- 
ly’as possible. ‘It is always the experi- 
ence of the bureau,’ he said, ‘that hun- 
dreds of taxpayers wait until the last 
few days of the collection period before 
applying for these extensions. Mail re- 
ceived at the bureau: during this périod 
is unusually large and the risk of loss 
of an application is greater than if the 
request were made earlier in the col- 
lection period.’ 

“Mr. Lynch further stated that such 
applications should have the Christian 
or given name of the taxpayer fully 
spelled out and should state the resi- 
dence address, the reasons for the ex- 


tension and the particular period -of 
additional time desired.”
